AHS library opens with special dedication

Former State Rep. 
Ed Connelly passes 
away in Florida 

The Town of Agawam has lost one of its outstand¬ 
ing civic and political leaders with the death of former 
State Representative Edward W. Connelly, 82, in 
Flagier Beach, Florida on Tuesday, January 15th. 

Connelly, the former Republican assistant minority 
leader in the State House, served townspeople in 
Boston until retiring from the legislature in 1981. 
Connelly was replaced in the State House by his for¬ 
mer aide, Michael R Walsh. 

Born in the Bronx, New York on August 2nd, 1919, 
Connelly served with the United States Marine Corps 
from 1944 to 1946. He moved to Agawam in 1948 and 
remained here until 1985. 

He began his political career in Agawam politics as 
a member of the Board of Finance under the old Town 
Meeting/Selectman form of government, and later 
served on the three-member Board of Selectmen 
before being elected as state representative repre¬ 
senting the Republican Party. 

He was named “Legislator of the Year" by the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association for his effective 
and dedicated work in Boston as a state representa¬ 
tive. He will always be remembered as a tireless and 
relentless fighter for the Route 57 Extension Project, 
which extended the current Rte. 57 to South Westfield 
Street and is scheduled to continue into Southwick at 
a later date. 

In laying the groundwork for the project, and then 
making it a top priority of his tenure in the legislature 
during a long period when the project ever being built 
was in question, Connelly put his imprint on the com-

Everyone remained standing as the Pledge of 
Allegiance and the Star Spangled Banner were per¬ 
formed by the AHS Jazz Band. Charest said, “This 
facility is not called a library anymore. It is a Library 
Media Technology Center.” 

The new center doubled in size and now has the 
shelf capacity for 31,OO0 volumes, Charest said. The 
floor space increased from approximately 4,300 
square feet to approximately 8,100 square feet. 

“I am very comfortable in saying that this facility is 
one of the most updated, state-of-the-art technology 
centers in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts,” 
Charest added. 

State Representative Daniel F. Keenan addressed 
the guests by saying he thought it was important to 
celebrate General Abrams and recognize him as a 


“true hero." The AHS library was named in honor of 
General Abrams in 1974, as he was born in 
Springfield, Ma and was an Agawam High School 
graduate. He was also the captain of the football 
team, a class officer, and a member of the Student 
Council. 

Abrams graduated from the US Military Academy 
and served in the Isl and 4th Armored Divisions. He 
received commission of 2nd Lieutenant Cavalry, was 
promoted as a major general, and appointed as 
deputy assistant chief of staff of force developments, 
as well as lieutenant general. 

In addition, Abrams served the United States as 
acting chief of staff to the US Army and was promot¬ 
ed to deputy commander, US military commander and 
chief of staff of the United States Army.

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The new facility is a library of opportunities that we 
can provide to all people, Keenan said. 

“The main function is to educate our children,” 
Keenan said. “This library is a symbol of education.” 

Cohen took the podium and noted, “I am truly hon¬ 
ored to be here in this new media technology center!” 

Cohen said the process of the reconstruction of the 
library started in January 2000 and was completed 
nearly two years later. He said the total cost was 
$880,000 and the money came from a community 
bond. 

“When it comes to education of our children, it was 
money well spent and I am proud to have completed 
one of the first projects since elected mayor,” Cohen 
said. “I wanted to get this done for our children and I 
thank everyone who was involved in making this proj¬ 
ect a success. I am proud to be part of such a won¬ 
derful community who cares about their children.” 

Superintendent of Schools Frank Ameruoso then 
spoke about pride and gratitude, the two emotions he 
said he was feeling while talking about the Library 
Media Technology Center. 

Ameruoso said, “I think Elaine (Mokrzycki, the 
library media specialist) was a GodsendD to us and I 
thank her for all her hard work and dedication.” 

He said when he first saw the library in 1996, he 
wasn't impressed, and then when the community, par¬ 
ents, friends, students, teachers and everyone else 
proceeded with the reconstruction, it became an “epit¬ 
ome of satisfaction. It is a privilege to have been able 
to lead this district into the 21st century with a learn¬ 
ing center that takes place at an accelerated pace for 
our children,” Ameruoso said. 

AHS Principal Linda Prystupa talked about how the 
library is a place full of voices and ideas to pass on to 
generations, and how the answers to many of life’s 
questions live in the new technology center. 
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“This new library symbolizes a new beginning,” 
Mrs. Prystupa said. “Let us make it grow and be part 
of the learning experiences.” 

The center’s media specialist. Elaine Mokrzycki, 
was the last speaker at the reopening and began by 
saying that she tells many of her students that they 
never know if they will end up on the cover of Time 
magazine. Mrs. Mokrzycki went on to explain that for¬ 
mer Agawam graduate Genera! Abrams did appear on 
the cover of Time and that if one of their own can 
achieve such success, the possibilities within the 
library are limitless. 

“Libraries change moment by moment and I am 
honored to have a strong leadership behind me and I 
am hopeful for our student’s futures to bloom,” Mrs. 
Mokrzycki said. “This reopening of the library is a his¬ 
toric moment in time.” 

To pay tribute to the new center, Mrs. Mokryzcki 
presented two keys, one of which she said is the “key 
to the future" and “will be displayed in the library for 
future people who pass through and seek to unlock 
the knowledge found in this wonderful place.” 

The other key was presented to Assistant 
Superintendent Mary Czajkowski as a key to “unlock 
the future.” (Ms. Czajkowski was also given a hard hat 
courtesy of architect Douglass Goodman, to build a 
district plan, as she will assume the role of 
Superintendent of Schools in September 2002.) 

Ms. Czajkowski said, “It is truly an honor and a priv¬ 
ilege to serve as the next superintendent in Agawam 
and I want to thank the community and everyone 
involved in the re-dedication of this library. This is a 
beautiful teaching facility that will carry on for many 
years in Agawam.” 

Mrs. Mokrzycki also delivered a message to the 
Town of Agawam from one librarian to another, 
explaining that former school librarian. First Lady

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Route 57 gateway 
project nears 
completion 

The Rt. 57 gateway at the Sound End Bridge is the 
major entrance to the City of Agawam. Since 1995, 
the Beautification Committee has been planning for 
the beautification of the traffic circle and the installa¬ 
tion of a “Welcome to Agawam” sign. 

The normal heavy volume of traffic at that location 
has been substantially further increased in recent 
years with the completion of the new Veterans’ 
Cemetery, the expansion of Six Flags, and the 
increase in activities at The Big E. 

The landscaping at that location has fallen into 
serious neglect by the state and no signs exist to tell 
these thousands of travelers they are entering 
Agawam. 

Using grant funds, a rejuvenationplan was devel¬ 
oped by the Planning Dept, and the Beautification 
Committee. It was submitted to the state and ulti¬ 
mately approved. However, implementation has been 
delayed over the past five years because of the 
state’s budgetary concerns and competition from 
other priority projects. 

On January 15th, Representative Daniel Keenan 
attended a Beautification Committee meeting and 
reported the good news that a start on this project can 
be expected this spring. He said that the project is 
now out to bid under a $299,000 state budget alloca¬ 
tion to improve all Western Massachusetts gateways. 

John Zebryk, speaking for the committee, thanked 
Keenan for his support on this project. He said, “From 
its inception. Rep. Keenan diligently worked with us 
through every phase of the project and we are 
delighted to learn that it soon will be a reality.” 

Under the arrangement with the state, Agawam will 
be responsible for the acquisition and installation of 
the welcome sign. Inasmuch as no town funds have 
been allocated for this purpose, Zebryk said that the 
Committee will do what it does on most beautification 
projects, that is, seek out contributions from larger 
corporate donors who will benefit from its presence.

Fire Wise... 

Six steps 
for survival 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Many home fires happen at night, between 11:00 
p.m. and 6:00 a.m., while most of us are sleeping. 
Make sure your family can protect itself by knowing 
these six steps: 

1. Smoke detectors should be installed on each 
level of your home and outside sleeping areas, if 

you sleep with the bedroom door closed, install a 
detector in the bedroom. Smoke detectors sound an 
early warning while escape is still possible. Test 
detectors monthly and replace batteries annually. 

2. Have a home fire escape plan. Draw out your 
home on paper and mark at least two exits from each 
room. Make plans for family members that may need 
assistance, the very young or old. If exits include win¬ 
dows, make sure they can be easily opened; and if 
they’re high, have escape ladders available. 
Designate a place for everyone to meet once they get 
outside. 

3. Practice your plan. Have one practice with fam¬ 
ily members using their primary exit, and another 
where the secondary way out is used. If necessary, 
make changes. Fire drills aren’t just for school. 

4. If possible, sleep with bedroom doors 
closed. In the event of a home fire,' they can hold 
back smoke and fire, increasing your time for escape. 

5. When awakened by your smoke detector, roll 
out of bed and crawl to your bedroom door. Test 
the door with the back of your hand for heat. Feel it 
high, low, and touch the knob. If the door is hot, DO 
NOT open it, and use your secondary exit to escape. 
If it is cool, open it carefully and be ready to slam it 
shut if there is smoke or fire. 

6. Go to your designated meeting place. Have 
someone go to a neighbor’s to call the fire department 
(911). Once you’re outside, you should never go back 
into a burning building.

ALEXANDRA BITZAS 


Alexandra (Kitsiou) Bitzas, 100, of Fernwood Drive, 
Agawam, died peacefully amongst family members on 
Friday, January 18th, at Noble Hospital in Westfield. 
Born in Tsamanta, Greece, in August of 1901, she 
lived in Greece for most of her life before coming to 
the United States in 1968 at the age of 67. During 
WWII, she saw her husband, the late Rev. Philip 
Bitzas, a Greek Orthodox priest, convince the 
Germans to spare their village from burning in reprisal 
for partisan activities. After the war, she helped him 
escape death more than once at the hands of 
Communist insurgents crossing the border from 
Albania. 


She had been a member of St. George Greek 
Orthodox Cathedral in Springfield and the Over Sixty 
Greek Club. In 1998, at the age of 97, she fulfilled a 
dream to become an American citizen. A language 
barrier made it difficult to fulfill her dream until a provi¬ 
sion of federal law was discovered that permitted 
immigrants to take the test in their native language if 
they were over 55 years-old and have lived in the U.S. 
for 15 years or more. To celebrate her 100th birthday 
last summer, she traveled back to her homeland in 


Greece to visit for the last time. 

She is survived by her four sons, Anthony and his 
wife, Spiridoula, of Athens, Greece, Harry and his 
wife, Agawam Town Councilor Ruth Bitzas, of 
Agawam, Kosmas and his wife, Chrisoula, of 
Westfield, and Agawam Town Councilor George 
Bitzas and his wife, Peggy, of Agawam; two daugh¬ 
ters, Stavroula and her husband, George Nastos, of 
loannina, Greece, and Lamprini and her husband, 
Steve Athanasopoulos, of Worcester, MA; 17 grand¬ 
children; and 13 great-grandchildren. Funeral servic¬ 
es were held at Colonial-Forastiere Funeral Home of 
Agawam and the cathedral, with burial in Oak Grove 
Cemetery.

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Former Town Councilor 
joins Roman 
Catholic seminary

January 22nd marked the beginning of a special 
time for former Agawam Town Councilor Joseph 
Langone: it was the day he started Roman Catholic 
seminary school at the Weston School of Theology in 
Cambridge. 

If successful in the three-year program, Langone’s 
efforts will culiminate in a master’s degree in divinity. 

Langone told us, “Because of my joining a religious 
order, I will have to complete a year as a novitiate, the 
time determined by my superiors, and three years of 
temporary vows before taking my perpetual vows. It is 
the perpetual vows which must be taken to actually 
become a priest. These three years could coincide 
with the three years in school.” 

Nothing about this special day has come easily for 
Langone, who has thought about being a priest every 
day for close to a decade. 

He graduate from Cathedral in 1985 and attended 
Assumption College in Worcester, graduating in 1989 
with honors. His major was English. 

“I was in the process of preparing for the priest¬ 
hood, teaching English As a Second Language and 
Adult Basic Education at the Massachusetts Career 
Development Institute (M.C.D.I.), while waiting to 
enter first-year theology at Holy Apostles Seminary in 
Cromwell, Connecticut. I entered there in January of 
1991, completed one semester, and decided that I 
was not as ready for this enormous commitment as I 
had previously believed.” 

Langone was just in his early 20s at this time and 
realized that he needed more time. “I came from a 
family of hard-working people. My father is a plumber. 
There were some high expectations. With four chil¬ 
dren in our family, there always was something that 
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needed to be done. I wondered if I had missed a cer¬ 
tain amount of fun. Even in college, I was always seri¬ 
ous. I went to poetry readings, recitals, or art exhibits. 

“Before I could make an irrevocable commitment, I 
felt it would be better to leave the seminary and 
explore my options. It was better for me, at that time, 
to hold off on being ordained a priest rather than find¬ 
ing out later that I had made a mistake,” he said. 

Langone found, however, that from the day he left 
the seminary, “not a day went by that I did not wonder 
if I was supposed to be a priest. I came to understand 
the concept of man versus priest.” 

From 1991 through November 2001, Langone 
taught at M.C.D.I. At some point during these years, 
Langone realized that he would be just a human 
being, even if he became a priest. 

Previously, he had wondered if being a priest 
required some superhuman abilities that, up until now, 
he had failed to activate. 

“God would not expect perfection from me; he 
would only expect me to be a man and to do the best 
I could to serve him.” 

This realization was the fruit of about two years of 
thinking and praying, according to Langone. At some 
time, Langone became “tired of fighting with God.” His 
spiritual director. Father Richard Scioli, put Langone in 
contact with a vocation director within the Stigmatine 
Order. (There once was a Stigmatine priest at St. 
Anthony of Padua Church on Maple Street, Agawam, 
but Langone had to go to Mount Carmel in Springfield 
to work with someone from the Stigmatine Order.) 

“I already knew this priest. We started a procedure 
which involved interviews and votes from our 
Provincial and his Council of four. My initial request 
was denied in 1999. I asked for reconsideration and 
that was also denied. I was heartbroken, but I could 
not ■ quit.” 

Langone applied to the Diocese of Springfield and 
was again turned down! “Finally, I applied to Norwich, 
Connecticut. I was referred there by one of my former 
professors. I went through the entire process again. 
This time, everything was looking very promising.” 

Something happened about this time that proved to 
be important to Langone; “In the spring of 2000, the 
Stigmatine Council elected a new Provincial. I asked 
for reconsideration in April 2001 and was notified in 
June that the decision was affirmative! I notified 
Nonvich that I was accepted near the place of my orig¬ 
inal request, after all.” 

Around 1995, in addition to teaching at M.C.D.I.,

Langone was working at Riverside Liquors, owned by 
Carlo Bonavita, father of Agawam Town Councilor 
Anthony Bonavita, and through this affiliation Langone 
ran for Town Council. 

At the age of 28, with no previous political history, 
Langone placed fifth to receive a seat on the 11-mem¬ 
ber Council. This was at the height of the Berkshire 
Power controversy. 

During his first year, there were some inspirational 
ideas born as a result of conversations between 
Coundlor Bonavita, Feeding Hills resident William 
Euliano, and Langone. “Like Springfield, we dreamed 
of Agawam having a Sister City.” 

Langone served as the Sister City Commission’s 
original chairman in 1997, and worked on an ad hoc 
commission with former Mayor Christopher C. 
Johnson. The commissioners were charged with find¬ 
ing a city in Italy to be Agawam’s sister city. Langone 
wrote an ordinance for a permanent commission pat¬ 
terned after the one in Springfield. 

Langone resigned from the commission in 1999 
because two jobs and the efforts toward becoming a 
priest were taking a toll. The ordinance he wrote for a 
permanent Sister City Commission in Agawam was 
passed in December of that same year. Any persons

Using soap on your face 


Question: I like to use soap on my face. It makes 
me feel real clean. I was told it could be too drying 
and harsh. Should I use something else, and if so, 
what? 

Answer; Soap is the oldest cleaning agent, dating 
back thousands of years. According to legend, the 
soap-making industry was born on Sapo Hill near 
ancient Rome, where peasants offered animals as 
burnt sacrifices to the golds. Fat from the animals 
overflowed the altar and soaked down through the 
wood ash into the clay soil. Quite by accident, some¬ 
one discovered that this soapy clay was great for 
washing clothes. By 100 A.D., soap was a hit through¬ 
out the Roman Empire. Thus, the modern word soap 
comes from Sapo Hill, where it all began. 

Soaps come in all types, but function in the same 
basic way. They contain surfactants, substances that 
persuade oil and water to mix so they can be washed 
away. The stronger the surfactant ingredient in a soap 
the more oily residue it can remove. Unfortunately, to 
feel clean, your skin will lose moisture. A simple solu¬ 
tion is to replace this moisture with a surface cream or 
lotion or wash with a cream or liquid cleanser. 

Healthy skin is constantly secreting sebum (a waxy 
lubricant) from the pores onto the skin surface. An 
effective soap washes undesirable oil off your face 
while leaving enough sebum behind to moisturize 
your skin. If soap leaves your skin feeling dry, it is 
removing too much of this natural moisturizer or alter¬ 
ing your natural pH. The pH scale is a measure of 
how acid or alkaline a substance is. The pH of healthy 
skin is about 5-6 on a scale of 0-14. With 7 being neu¬ 
tral, anything above that is considered alkaline and 
below is acidic. As you can see, our skin is slightly 
acidic which can help repel microorganisms from the 
skin’s surface. 

In my opinion, keeping your skin clean is important, 
but making it too complicated can be costly. If you 
choose a soap to clean your skin, make up for the 
moisture loss by using a moisturizer. Many soaps 
claim to be all natural and contain nutrients that can 
nourish the skin. Keep in mind that the skin cannot 
absorb these. The only way to benefit from nutrients 
is to eat your veggies! 

Using synthetic cleansers may be far more gentle 
than the all-natural ones. Their pH ingredients are 
custom-blended in a laboratory to match the skin’s 
own pH. This will leave your skin feeling less dry after 
washing. 

No matter what you prefer, choose ^the mildest 
cleanser you can find. If you like the soap thing, then 
remember that deodorant soaps are strong and 
should not be used on the face. Try superfatted soaps 
that contain extra fatty substances (cocoa butter, cold 
cream, petroleum, or lanolin) to make them less dry¬ 
ing. Another choice may be castile soaps that are pre¬ 
pared from oilive oil and come in both liquid and bar 

forms.

Advocating a non-violent response to war... NCWS & IlOtCS 

Agawam residents attend Mass from Agawam 

for Catholic peace organization Congregational 


Agawam residents Janice White and Fred & Pat 
Roberts, who are members of the Western 
Massachusetts Chapter of Pax Christi (a Catholic 
peace organization), attended a Mass of 
Commissioning last Saturday morning, January 19th, 
sending Springfield area representatives to an 
Interfaith Convocation called by Pope John Paul II for 
an end to war and violence to be held in Assisi, Italy, 
from January 21st through January 27th. 

The Mass was held at Mont Marie, the Mother 
House of the Sisters of St. Joseph (SSJ), in Holyoke. 
Presiding over this service was Father Warren 
Savage, Diocese of Springfield. Among the delegation 
members traveling to Italy were the following repre¬ 
sentatives from the Diocese of Springfield: Sr. Jane 
Morrissey, President, SSJ, and Sr. Irene Comeau, 
SSJ. 

This group - composed of both Sisters of St. 
Joseph and lay people - joined others from Central 
and Eastern Massachusetts and brought with them a 
document (signed by 1,200 Catholics in 
Massachusetts) advocating a non-violent response to 
war. This response seeks moral clarity by returning to 
Jesus’ message of non-violence as found in the 
Sermon on the Mount. This document, “A Catholic 
Call to Peacemaking,” was also signed by Catholics 
throughout the United States and was recently deliv¬ 
ered to Cardinal Bernard Law of Massachusetts. 

In the spirit of Francis, the members of Pax Christi 
regarded this journey as a pilgrimage to include fast¬ 
ing, prayer and public witness, and a call for dialogue 


and peaceful means to resolve issues of terrorism and 
conflict through mediation and reconciliation. During 
the time of their pilgrimage, these Catholic peace¬ 
makers had the following goal - to seek opportunities 
to present Gospel-based non-violence as a legitimate 
teaching of the church and an integral dimension of 
interfaith discourse on war in our world. 

While in Italy, the delegation will share “A Catholic 
Call to Peacemaking” with Pope John Paul II, Vatican 
representatives, and other sisters and brothers at the 
convocation. In addition, the visitors will invite those 
they meet to sign the document, which reads in part: 
“Please join us as we speak with one voice: No to war 
in Afghanistan! No to killing of civilians! No to killing, 
period. Yes to a change in unjust U.S. economic and 
military policies in the Middle East which will neces¬ 
sarily lessen the causes of terrorism. Out of the ashes 
of these tragic deaths, may we Christians become a 
new people and proclaim with our hearts and lives the 
prophetic words of Pope Paul VI: 'War no more; war 
never again!’” 

The following is another excerpt from the docu¬ 
ment: “As Americans suffer fear of reprisals and as 
the ‘war on terrorism’ devastates Afghanistan, we 
must seek moral clarity by returning to Jesus’ mes¬ 
sage of non-violence as found in the Sermon on the 
Mount: ‘Blessed are the peacemakers for they shall 
be called children of God.’ (Matt. 5:9.) ‘As the God of 
love is the giver of life, our Messiah calls us away from 
hatred and fear of our enemies - to unconditional, 
non-violent love.’ (Matt. 5:43.)”

Seeing things as they really are 

When Jesus heard that John had been put in 
prison, He returned to Galilee. Leaving Nazareth, 
He went and lived in Capernaum, which was by 
the lake in the area of Zebulun and Naphtali, to ful¬ 
fill what was said through the prophet Isaiah: 
“Land of Zebulun and Land of Naphtali, the way to 
the sea, along the Jordan, Galilee of the Gentiles; 
the people living in darkness have seen a great 
light, on those living in the land of the shadow of 
death a light has dawned. From that time on Jesus 
began to preach. “Repent, for the kingdom of 
heaven is near.” 

When Jesus said “Repent,” He was not speaking 
only about altering one's behavior. He was summon¬ 
ing people to see themselves, as well as the world we 
live in, from God’s point of view. The word “repent” is 
actually the combination of two Greek words, which 
literally translated mean “come to your right mind." 

So often, we see only a glimpse of reality. Only sim- 
pleminded people should be content with that. Life is 
so much more than merely getting up, getting along, 
getting by, or getting ahead. Jesus calls us to perceive 
the “big picture” about life. The Psalmist saw it, and 
was overwhelmed. 

In Psalm 139 we read, O Lord, You have 
searched me and You know me. You know when I 
sit and when I rise; You perceive my thoughts 
from afar. You discern my going out and my lying 
down; You are familiar with all my ways. Before a 
word is on my tongue. You know it completely, 0 
Lord. You hem me in, behind and before; You have 
laid Your hand upon me. Such knowledge is too 
wonderful for me, too lofty for me to attain. 

Some people are afraid to turn to God, for fear that 
He will reject them. They are afraid that they have 
done things, said things, or contemplated things, 
which God will hate them for. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. As a prayer in the Book of Common 
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Prayer says, “No one is beyond the reach of God's 
saving embrace.” There should be no fear in any of 
us, that if God really knew this or that about us, that 
we’d be doomed. 

The Psalmist continues. Where can I go from 
Your Spirit? Where can I flee from Your presence? 
If I go up to the heavens. You are there; if I make 
my bed in the depths. You are there. If I rise on the 
wings of the dawn, if I settle on the far side of the 
sea, even there Your hand will guide me. Your 
right hand will hold me fast. If I say, “Surely the 
darkness will hide me, and the light become night 
around me,” even the darkness will not be dark to 
You; the night will shine like the day, for darkness 
is as light to You. 

No matter where we go, no matter what we do, we 
are never far from God. It has been said that the far¬ 
thest that any of us can get from God is about three 
steps, the number of steps generally required for a 
person to turn around. We don’t need to make an 
appointment in advance to see God; we don’t need to 
call Him on one of those 800 numbers with all the 
maddening prompts. Isn’t it wonderful to know that our 
Creator wants to hear from each of us? 

God did not Just encounter us recently, even though 
some of us may have only recently encountered Him. 
Even those people who have yet to encounter God 
have never really been alone. God has been with 
each of us, from the very beginning. 

For You created my inmost being; You knit me 
together in my mother’s womb. I praise You 
because I am fearfully and wonderfully made; 
Your works are wonderful, I know that full well. My 
frame was not hidden from You, when I was made 
in the secret place. When I was woven together in 
the depths of the earth. Your eyes saw my 
unformed body. All the days ordained for me were 
written in Your book, before one of them came to 
be. How precious to me are Your thoughts, O Godl 
Have vast the sum of them! Were I to count them, 
they would outnumber the grains of sand. 

Know this for sure: GOD DOES NOT MAKE JUNK! 
Each and every last one of us is valuable, to God. 
Regardless of how we are treated by anybody else, 
regardless of what anybody else might think or say 
about us, we are precious in His eyes. Is that hard for 
any of us to believe? "Repenf,"that is, “come to your 
right mind”, “for the kingdom of God is near.”

Preparing to paint 

It takes more than paint and brushes to paint a 
room.

Taking the necessary steps to prepare a room for 
new paint will extend the life and the beauty of the 
paint. The real secret to great looking paint jobs is sur¬ 
face preparation. None of the tasks involved in getting 
ready to paint takes much time, but each one can 
make the difference between a long-lasting paint job 
and one you’ll have to re-do long before you’re ready. 

Prepare the room by removing lamps, precious 
knick-knacks, and as much of the furniture as possi¬ 
ble. The remaining furniture should be pushed to the 
middle of the room. Remove anything that’s attached 
to the walls. This includes framed artwork, window

treatments, switch plates, and outlet covers. Loosen 
the ceiling light fixtures and wrap them in plastic trash 
bags. Take down all window and door hardware. 
Finally, cover everything, including the floor, remain¬ 
ing furniture, and radiators, with canvas or heavy 
gauge plastic drop cloths. 

Clean surfaces to be painted. Paint will not adhere 
to grease that may have accumulated on walls and 
the ceiling in the kitchen. If mildew is present on the 
walls or ceiling (a problem in bathrooms that aren’t 
well ventilated), it needs to be killed, then sealed with 
a primer made specificially for that purpose. If there 
are stains on the wall, talk to an expert at the home 
improvement store about the specific products avail¬ 
able to seal the problem area. If you don’t, the stain 
and/or mildew will quickly find its way to the surface of 
the new paint. 

Once the surface is cleaned, fill any nail holes, 
cracks, and other imperfections with a patching com¬ 
pound. Scrape away loose paint from walls, windows, 
seals, door frames, and woodwork. Sand the patches 
and any bare areas. If glossy paint was used on the 
woodwork or walls previously, use a de-glosser to 
knock down the shine. You can also sand the areas 
lightly with a fine-grade sandpaper. Also sand any

areas with visible brush marks, dried drips, or uneven 
paint.

When you’ve finished vacuuming, wipe the 
surfaces to be painted with a tack rag or a barely 
damp cloth. 

Prime bare wood, any patches, and any marks or 
stains that are still visible. 

Use waxed paper or a layer of thin plastic, and tape 
it to the window glass to prevent splatters. 

When all these chores are out of the way, you’re 
ready to paint! Follow the manufacturer’s instructions 
for application, and be sure the room is well ventilat¬ 
ed. Once the painting is finished, dries, and set, you’ll 
be pleased with the results. The final outcome will be 
your reward for all the hard work and preparation you 
did!

Medical Malpractice... 

Failure to Diagnose HELLP Syndrome - 
Childbirth - Wrongful Death 

The case involved a maternal death. The plaintiff’s 
theory of liability was that the attending physicians 
and nurses failed to properly diagnose and treat the 
plaintiff's HELLP Syndrome, resulting in her death 
hours after the delivery of her child. 

The plaintiff’s counsel maintained that antihyper¬ 
tensive medication should have been administered to 
the decedent given her symptoms of continuous ele¬ 
vated blood pressure, pre-eclampsia, and HELLP 
Syndrome. 

The plaintiff also was prepared to introduce evi¬ 
dence that the attending physicians were unaware of 
the nursing protocols at the subject hospital and that 
the lack of communication between the doctors and 
nurses created a situation where improper medical 
care was given. 

The defendants maintained that the death was 
caused by a pre-existing a/v malformation. 

The defendants also clamed that, regardless of the 
treatment administered, the outcome would have 
remained the same. 

The case settled at mediation for $2.5 million.

Repetitive Stress Disorder 


Repetitive Stress Disorder (RSI), sometimes 
known as cumulative trauma disorder, is common to 
computer users and occurs when a particular body 
part is subjected to repeated poor posture and incor¬ 
rect motion. 

A more appropriate diagnosis might include the 
term Static Exertion Disorder or Sustained 
Contraction Disorder. The terms refer to muscles that 
are held in a short (contracted) position for prolonged 
periods of time. 

The eventual appearance of myofascial trigger 
points (TPs) , or irritable spots, usually with a taut 
band of skeletal muscle are painful to the touch. You 
may have TPs in your neck, and upper and lower 
back. 


include eyestrain, headaches, lower back pain, shoul¬ 
der pain, and neck pain. 

The solution: Proper position of your monitor is 
essential. It should be adjustable vertically, front to 
back, and tiltable. You should have a movable key¬ 
board tray that can be adjusted up, down, and side-to- 
side with a padded or rounded front edge. Use an 
adjustable chair that can be easily adjusted while 
seated for height, inclination, and seat pan position. 
This chair should also have an adjustable armrest that 
can be removed. 

Evaluate your work site for proper computing pos¬ 
ture: 1. The neck should have a natural cervical curve 
with the head and eyes focused straight ahead. 2. The 
shoulders should be relaxed. 3. The lower back 
should be Supported. 4. The ankles, knees, hips, and 
elbows should be at 90 degrees or slightly greater and 
the wrists straight. 5. There should be as few muscles 
as possible in sustained contraction. 

Obtain two copy holders. They should be at the 
same level as the top of your screen. Alternate the 
pages of copy. This will keep your neck muscles from 
being in a static condition to one side. If you use a 
mouse, slide the mouse so it is in alignment with the 
front of the shoulder, lessening tension in the upper 
shoulder muscles. 


The postural muscles of the neck, shoulder, and 
pelvic girdle may be mechanically stressed by furni¬ 
ture that doesn’t fit the body, poor posture, sitting with¬ 
out arm supports, holding the forearms up to reach 
the keyboard, and cocking your head to see your 
monitor or display terminal. These are examples of 
static exertion of muscles and complaints might

Many patients develop chronic conditions due to 
not taking care of their bodies.

A most worthwhile chicken recipe... 

Here is a dish that takes a little bit of work, but it is 
worth the time - a ballantine of chicken. 

You need to completely bone-out a chicken while 
leaving the carcass intact. Make sure that the skin is 
not removed in the process. Once the chicken has 
been boned, you arrange it out flat (almost a square) 
with the skin side down. Now, the chicken is filled with 
whatever dressing you want to fill it with. 

You wrap the skin around the stuffing, tie up the 
bundle, and roast covered in your oven. A mix of wild 
rice and long-grain white rice makes a nice stuffing - 
2/3 white rice. 1/3 wild rice. (Actually, wild rice is not 
rice; rather, it is a grass seed with a naturally nutty fla¬ 
vor.) Cook your rice and then blend with flavoring 
agents. 

I like to start my flavors off right by cooking the two 
rices in chicken stock. Now, blend in some cream of 
mushroom soup and (if you would like) coarsely 
chopped nut meats. Now, tuck the chicken all back 
together and tie so it stays in place. Rub the outside 
with just a little butter and dust with flour. 

Roast covered in a 325-degree oven for the same 
time that your cookbook shows per pound for a chick¬ 
en, or use your meat thermometer and go to 185-190 
degrees. 

During the last 20 minutes or so, remove the cover 
to allow the chicken to become all golden and beauti¬ 
ful. 

You can make gravy from the drippings and add a 
dollop of sour cream to the finished product. This 
presents very well and because there are no bones.

carving slices is very easy. You can do this dish with 
any poultry; the meat stays nice and moist. 

If you do a duck, remove as much fat as possible; 
you do not want it to be too greasy. A mix of zucchini 
and summer squash goes nice with this dish. Just 
slice and quickly saute in butter, and season with salt 
and pepper to taste. Buy the smallest ones you can 
find at the store. Don’t overcook the squash. 

Because you have the rice stuffing, you probably 
don’t need another startch, so make an extra veg¬ 
etable. For example, take yellow beans and season 
with a slice or two of bacon, some chopped red pep¬ 
per, and a sprinkle of whatever type of nuts you used 
in the rice stuffing. 

For dessert, try a nice peach tart. When you make 
your short crust for the shell, add some finely ground 
walnut or pecan into the crust and a bit of brown 
sugar. (The trick is not to make a tart too tall.) Make 


the filling buttery and add a bit of nutmeg.

Students from Agawam High School were among 
more than 300 students from throughout New 
England participating in the 62nd Model Congress at 
American International College.

The students spent three days debating, amend¬ 
ing, and voting on legislation. The bills were submitted 
by more than 20 schools attending from as far away 
as Woodstock, Vermont; Wolfsboro, New Hampshire;

A lot of this year’s legislative agenda focused on 
the aftermath of the terrorist attacks in September.

AIC political science professor Mark Hagopian 
delivered the keynote address to the joint session of 
Model Congress. 

Hagopian has taught at AIC since 1966, is the 
author of several publications including “The 
Phenomenon of Revolution,” and is currently teaching 
a new course entitled “Islam and Modern Politics.” 

State Representative Michael Kane (D-Holyoke) 
addressed the Model Congress at the Awards 
Banquet.

Agawam High School’s history/social studies 
teacher Joseph Fitzgerald will retire in June 2003 after 
teaching for 36 years and recently said teaching is a 
“different kind of payment, with the satisfaction of 
helping others.” 

Fitzgerald sat down with The Agawam Advertiser 
earlier this month and said he was “glad to do the 
interview.” 

Originally, Fitzgerald hoped to work in the federal 
government, specializing in the Department of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (AFT) and even took 
the government entrance exam (and did well). He told 
us that during the time he wanted to work for the gov¬ 
ernment, there was a “hiring freeze and the rest is his¬ 
tory, so to speak.” 

Fitzgerald has been teaching since he got out of 
college and that is partly because of his friend, Jerry 
Smith, a retired AHS business teacher, who sparked 
his interest in teaching at the High School. 

“I started student teaching in the winter of 1967 at 
the High School. After that, I started substitute teach¬ 
ing and then I was offered a job,” Fitzgerald said. The 
more he taught, the more attached he became to 
teaching, Fitzgerald said. 

His education includes a bachelor’s degree in his¬ 
tory from American International College (AlC) and he 
took a variety of classes at various colleges and 
received a general master’s degree. 

In addition to teaching, Fitzgerald also coached 
junior varsity baseball with Smith, the long-time varsi¬ 
ty boys’ coach, during the 1960’s -1980’s.

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“Teaching is all about the students,” Fitzgerald said. 
“I also work with a great bunch of people.” Fitzgerald 
said he learned early on that there will always be crit¬ 
ics and that you never know what kind of an influence 
you can have on a student as a teacher. 

“We are not always aware how much impact we 
can have on another person’s life and you may not 
always realize what the students are actually hearing,” 
Fitzgerald noted. 

He talked about one student in particular (who was 
a former student) that sent him a letter saying how he 
remembered something that Fitzgerald had said one 
time in a class and that it gave him great meaning and 
had a positive influence on his life. 

Fitzgerald, also known as “Mr. Fitz," said that stu¬ 
dents gave him that name early in his career. 

He said that one of the most challenging aspects of 
teaching is trying to keep up with the different 
approaches to teaching students who have different 
needs, as not all students learn at the same speed in 
the same manner. 

“As teachers, we are expected to satisfy all the 
needs of the students and try our best to get through 
to all the kids,” Fitzgerald said. 

When asked what he finds interesting about histo¬ 
ry and social studies, Fitzgerald said, “It is impossible 
to understand where we are today, without learning 
where we were previously. The present is nothing 
more than the son of the past. This applies to individ¬ 
uals as well. You are here today because of the past." 

He said this is just one of the many facts that he 
tries to teach to his students. 

Fitzgerald said he always liked teaching history, but 
he didn’t know he wanted to be a teacher until he 
started substitute teaching. “1 found out myself that I 
wanted to teach,” Fitzgerald said. “I would have 
worked for the government, but I fell into teaching.” 

He spoke again about the satisfaction of teaching 
others and never knowing how you can impact some¬ 
one else’s life. 

“You hope that you have a positive influence," Mr. 
Fitzgerald said. 

Fitzgerald also said it is great to see the parent’s 
involvement, while establishing good relationships 
with both the parents as well as the students inside 
and outside of the school environment. 

In his spare time, Fitzgerald said he likes reading, 
following sports, playing racquetball a few times a

week, and also mentioned he has traveled across 
country several times. 

With retirement from AHs approaching in June of 
2003, Fitzgerald said he isn’t sure what he will do, but 
he said he plans to continue working. 

“It’s possible that I could teach in Connecticut, but I 
can’t imagine not working,” Fitzgerald said. 

Fitzgerald resides in Feeding Hills, where he has 
lived for the last 23 years. “I plan to stay in Feeding 
Hills. Once you’ve been somewhere for so long, you 
become attached to the community,” Fitzgerald said. 
“You develop loyalty as a teacher,” Fitzgerald con¬ 
cluded. “It’s been well worth it and I’m glad 1 stuck with 
teaching.”

Will the branch break? 

I was talking to this young man in my office and it 
was obvious that he was going to hold steadfast to his 
idea. There was no way I was going to dissuade him. 

He felt he was right and that was that. So I switched 
gears for a moment and started to talk about the 
weather outside. “You know, we can hear the wind 
blowing in my office. I just hope we don’t lose some of 
the limbs off the trees in front of our house. I guess 
because they are old, they just don’t seem to have 
any give left in them. They don’t seem to bend, so 
they don’t survive. By the way (and I looked at him 
and smiled as I continued), does my tree story remind 
you of anyone? 

Jim is smart and has a good sense of humor, so, of 
course, he readily saw the connection. “Yes, Mrs. 
Cohen, I get it,” he replied with a twinkle in his eye. Of 
course, after the rigidity in his manner that was dis¬ 
played to me before I shared my tree story, I was 
delighted to now see his shoulders relax along with 
his demeanor. 

Now I was ready to talk to him about stubbornness. 
He was open to suggestions; he was ready to listen. I 
mean, being stubborn can be good when the trait 
allows you to really stick to your beliefs, provided your 
beliefs are well-founded and not in need of changing. 

Yet, stubbornness can be bad when it stops you 
from considering alternatives, when it mandates that 
you just be one way, when it precludes your ability to 
bend. It is so important to keep an open mind, to be 
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able to look at things from all perspectives, and to 
allow yourself to be malleable. Inflexibility is not usu¬ 
ally good. It can make you brittle and not allow you to 
expand your thoughts and grow. 

I still remember when Nancy came into my office. 
She and her teacher were present. Nancy felt the 
teacher did not like her; she felt the teacher was 
always picking on her. She could not open herself up 
to feeling that the teacher was just pushing her to per¬ 
form since the teacher knew that Nancy was capable. 

Yet, because Nancy had this notion that the 
teacher did not like her, Nancy continued to not per¬ 
form, to actually get angry with the teacher. The 
teacher would make suggestions, but Nancy would 
not bend. 

To be honest with you, the teacher seemed to be 
just as stubborn and would not bend either, so clearly 
we had a stalemate. By listening to each one and then 
responding, I was able to show how each shared the 
same trait - stubbornness. Through talking, a compro¬ 
mise was reached. Nancy would start to produce 
more and the teacher would stop pestering her to per¬ 
form. Actually, there would be no reason for the 
teacher to prod since Nancy would be doing what was 
required. Just by altering one’s actions, by being will¬ 
ing to change and to bend, the situation would and 
could change. 

Think about your interactions with your children. Is 
what you are insisiting on their doing appropriate? Are 
you getting anywhere with your insistence, or should 
you change what you want? Why are you not getting 
what you want? Should you reconsider and bend a lit¬ 
tle? Is your being stubborn just making them more 
stubborn? Have you considered using a new tactic? 

If you hold steadfast to your beliefs, if you are inca¬ 
pable of compromising, your patience, like the branch, 
will snap. But, if you keep your options open, if you lis¬ 
ten to suggestions, if you are willing to bend, then you 
will be able to survive the immediate crisis and con¬ 
tinue to thrive.

AHS girls’ hoop rebounds 
with 16-point win over Central

The Central Golden Eagles came calling up at 
Kibbe Gym on Tuesday evening (January 22nd) and 
got back on the bus taking a 56-40 loss with them. 

Agawam went to 8-4. Central fell to 2-8. 

AHS rebounded nicely following last Friday night’s 
thumping at top-ranked Cathedral, and has positioned 
itself for a tournament berth. 

With eight games to go, the Brownies need two 
more victories to qualify, although it will be a tough 
road with the remainder of the season all League 
games (starting with a strong Minnechaug Regional 
team on Thursday, January 24th). 

During their Tuesday evening contest, both 
Agawam and Central started out in man-to-man 
defenses and the action for the whole way was fast 
and furious. 

There was, however, a new wrinkle in the Agawam 
defense. 

“Yeah, we added a half-court trap for this one,” said 
AHS Coach Bronwyn Monahan. That might explain 
the 18 Central turnovers. 

Central stayed even up with the Brownies. Their 
press was working early on. Agawam trailed, 11-10 
with 8:40 left. Then the Brownie shooters got 
untracked. 

Freshman point guard Lauren Peltier (11 points) 
drained a deuce. At that point, the Brownies were 
shooting 7-14 as opposed to 4-13 for the Eagles. 

Agawam went up, 18-11 on a deuce by junior for¬ 
ward Kristin Strole (nine points). 

Junior forward Vicky Taylor (the Brownies’ leading 
scorer and rebounder) went to the line twice in a two- 
minute stretch and hit 2-4, making it 20-13. But a 
deuce and a trey from the Eagles brought them to 
within two, 20-18 with 3:30 left. 

However, Strole hit two deuces from underneath 


and Agawam’s lead got semi-comfortable again 22- 
18. 

Speaking of underneath, it was brutal. Central’s 
6’2” center Arnold Marquita (11 blocks) was banging 
heavy against frosh Stacy Boisvert and Taylor, who 
were trying to post up. 

The half ended 28-20, Agawam. 

Central came out for the second 16 in its man-to¬ 
man. Agawam zoned up two-three with Strole, Taylor, 
and Meghan Kelly on the front line. 

A Peltier pop for two had the Brownies up, 30-22 
with 3:10 off the clock. 

The Eagles began pressing. But it was easily bro¬ 
ken by the ball-handling skills of senior guards Jenna 
Shea and Elise Davilli. 

With just under six minutes gone, Agawam was 
shooting 4-8 (they would stay at the 50-percent mark 
for most of the game). Central was 4-10. 

With 8:31 left and Marquita dominating the defen¬ 
sive paint for the Eagles, Agawam saw its lead drop to 
35-32. 

“I wasn’t worried. We were playing well,” Monahan 
noted. 

Indeed, Boisvert (11 points) hit two straight deuces 
and Agawam was back up, 39-32. 

That was part of a 12-6 run that looked to have the 
Brownies in the catbird seat, 49-38 with 4:14 to play. 
They then went 6-2 down the stretch with a three 
thrown in by Taylor for the win. 

Taylor, Boisvert, and Peltier threw in 11 points each 
for 33 of the team’s 56 points.

The “Fab Five" top-ranked Agawam High girls’ 
indoor track team (3-0) struggled early and then came 
on strong to defeat a pretty good Holyoke High girls’ 
team, 58-37, while the fourth-ranked boys’ team (2-1) 
surged past the Purple Knights, 63-32, behind four 
more first-place finishes by junior John Slachetka at 
Smith College last Friday night (January 18th). 

The girls went into the meet without the services of 
senior captain Kelly Cassidy and junior Andrea 
Babbin, which hurt them in multiple events. Still, 
Coach Dan Pryce had enough firepower to overcome 
the Purple Knights, a team his charges only defeated 
by a single point a year ago. 

The Brownies received first-place finishes by All-

(1:51) and 1,000 meters (3:26.9). Junior Danielle 
Cirillo had a first in the 300 meters (45.8) and thirds in 
the long jump (14.4 feet) and 55-meter dash (7.9 sec¬ 
onds).

The Sacred Heart Athletic Association has turned 
their “Boys of Summer” into their "Boys of Winter.” 
SHAA has taken all of their participating players from 
their Designated Pitching Machine, Boys' 9-10, and 
Boys’ 11-13 leagues and put together an off-season 
training program to help the players adapt to the new 
SHAA rules that were rolled out for the 2002 season. 
The training sessions are also designed to sharpen 
their skills in all aspects of fielding, pitching, hitting, 
and base running. 

This past season, SHAA (under new administra¬ 
tion) changed the rules for the 9-10 league to match 
current Major League Baseball rules. This will mean 
the players are becoming trained in the areas of balks, 
suicide squeezes, infield fly rules, and all aspects of 
leading and stealing. The DPL league (boys 7-8) will 
incorporate rules like tag-up plays; runners advancing 
on passed balls; bunting; and a form of stealing. The 
rules were changed to help the players get exposed to 
some of the Major League rules before entering the 9- 
10 season. 

SHAA teams compete in regional and national tour¬ 
naments throughout the summer, most of which incor¬ 
porate the Major League style of play. Tournament 
director Brian Regnier explained why SHAA adopted 
these new changes. 

“Last year, we traveled to Swansea, MA, to play in 
the national PONY league tournament,” Regnier said. 
“We faced teams from Greater Boston and all over 
New England, all of whom started their Major League 
rules at nine years of age. When we saw how 
advanced they were not just physically, but just with 
the knowledge of the game, was remarkable.” 

He continued, “The league also had the backing of 
former Major League player Greg Gagne, so we 


spoke to him a lot and he really convinced us it was 
the way to go. By the time these kids are 13 years-old, 
they will already have had four years of regular base¬ 
ball, which will give them an advantage against other 
players who have not." 

SHAA has made many efforts to prepare for the 
season of these new changes. Regnier commented, 
“We pushed our 9-10 bases back to 65 feet, and our 
pitcher’s mound to 47.5 to help with the level of play. 
Sixty-foot base paths are just too small for leading and 
stealing.” 

The facility that SHAA has used has accommodat¬ 
ed them with a full 65-foot infield and three hitting tun¬ 
nels to incorporate live pitching and machine-type bat¬ 
ting. Andrew Fondakowski, league president, stated, 
“Our players are seeing live pitching all winter long. 
They’re working on double plays, pick-off moves, 
catcher drills, and really everything that’s needed to 
prepare our players. It’s been really great, and the 


parents are very happy with their children’s progress.” 

Fondakowski also said, “The community has really 
been behind SHAA this year. Our rise in fundraisers 
has allowed us to build 10 new dugouts and purchase 
much new equipment and sprinklers. Our lighting proj¬ 
ect has really become a reality for us; it’s been really 
great, and so far our numbers are up from last year. 
We added four year-old children to our ‘Midget’ pro¬ 
gram and extended our 11-12 boys’ league to 11-13, 
and so far the response has been good.” 

SHAA’s winter clinic will run through March, and 
then it’s off to their teams. Anyone who is interested in 
signing up for the clinic next year can log onto the 
SHAA website at \www.SHBaseball.ora for upcoming 
information, general league information, and sign-up 
dates.
